Last  lesson  was  cftfcerning  a moth- 
er in  trouble  and  now  Inother  burdened 
heart  seeks  relief  bv  conJmg  to  the  man  of 
God.  This  wassome  yefcsafter  the  occur- 
rence of  last  lasson,  bus  still  in  the  early 
ministry  of  Elisha.

ThdHbother’s  grief 
is  so  natural.  Many  a mother  has  sym- 
patized  with  her  since  becajlie  of  the  same 
kind  of  trouble.

Then  Elisha  said  to  Gehajffii  “Gird  up  thy 
loins”— meaning  for  him  tjiprepare  for  a 
quick  trip  to  Shenem.  "TalK  my  staff  * * 
and  lay  it  upon  the  face  of  ine  child.”  He 
was  to  hasten,  to  salute  nq|t  by  the  way. 
Meaning  that  no  time  be  Mken  up  with 
mere  conventionalities  anjft  exchange  of 
compliments  along  the  road.  But  the  wo- 
man was  not  satisfied  unless  Elisha  go 
with  her.  She  told  him,  "Jjl|  Jehovah  liv- 
eth  and  as  thy  soul  liveth  If*  ill  not  leave 
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ish  returning  life  than  to  impart  life.  The 
child  was  soon  alive.  No  doubt  Elisha  re- 
joiced at  this  evidence  of  God’s  answer  to 
his  prayer,  and  this  manifestation  of  his 
marvelous  life  giving  power.  The  mother 
was  called  and  told  to  go  in  and  take  up 
her  son.  Then  she  went  in  and  fell  at  his 
feet,  and  bowed  herself  to  the  ground. 
She  expressed  gratitude  to  Elisha  first, 
then  "she  took  up  her  son  and^ent  out.” 
Oh  what  joy  was  hers  that  day!  Great 
pay  had  come  to  her  some  years  before  for 
her  hospitality,  in  the  gift  of  a son.  Now 
she  has  her  dead  brought  hack  to  life, 
through  Elisha’s  faith  in  God.  Well  tqay 
we  believe  she  was  glad  she  built  that 
room  for  the  prophet  and  entertained  him. 
S_-e  2 Kings  8:1-6,  ^or  what  material  bless- 
ings comes  to  her  years  after  this  miracle. 

She  came  to  Elisha’s  feet,  troubled.  La- 
ter. she  came  to  Elisha's  feet,  rejoicing. 
Often  we  come  to  the  Lord,  troubled  like 
she  was.  After  awhile  we  shall  come  into 
his  eternal  presence,  rejoicing.  ‘ Faith 
looks  forward  to  the  day  of  resurrection, 
when  our  Lord  will  restore  the  child  to 
the  mother,  and  the  friend  to  the  friend, 
never  again  to  be  parted.

Jesus  assured  his  discinUBI  that  they 
should  receive  power  when  iM  Holy  Spirit 
Came  upon  them  and  qualified  them  to  be 
witnesses  over  the  whole  waifyl,  Acts  1:8. 
This  clothing  with  power  ink  to  be  tl  e 
realization  of  what  John  th^|Daptist  had 
predicted.  (Acts  1:5).  i| 

The  contents  of  this  poilr  are  mani- 
fest when  the  Spirit  desccndi.  He  came 
as  a rushing  mighty  wind,  vj||lch  filled  the 
whole  house,  tongues  of  fir<! appeared  dis- 
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tributed  among  them  and  sat  upon  them 
and  they  all  were  filled  with  the  Spirit  and 
spake  with  other  tongues  as  the  Spirit 
gave  them  utterance.-  The  multitudes 
gathered  from  many  quarters,  and  repre- 
senting different  languages,  heard  these 
men  of  Galilee  speaking  the  tongues  oi 
their  respected  sections,  the  wonderful 
works  of  God.  Peter  filled  with  the  Spirit 
affirmed  that  the  promise  of  the  Spirit 
coming  was  now  fulfilled.  That  it  was 
a signal  evidence  thut  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
was  the  Messiah  and  had  been  enthroned 
a?  Lord  and  Christ.  (See  Acts  3.)  Peter’s  re- 
hearsal of  the  language  of  Joel  would  seem 
to  imply  that  the  gift  of  prophesy,  and 
visions  and  dreams  as  well  as  the  power 
to  speak  with  other  tongues  were  a part 
of  the  attendant  phenomena.  Peter’s  line 
of  testimony  to  the  resurrection  and  en- 
thronement of  Jesus  seem  to  have  been  in- 
spired of  the  indwelling  spirit.  The  same 
appears  true  in  the  case  of  his  healing  the 
lame  man  at  the  beautiful  gate,  and  his 
line  of  defense  when  brought  to  account 
for  the  miracle.  He  denies  that  it  had 
been  done  by  his  own  power  or  godliness 
(see  Acts  3;  4),  but  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
whom  God  had  enthroned,  and  whose 
power  was  now  realizing  itself  through  the 
Holy  Spirit  given  unto  his  people. 

Again  when  Peter  and  John  had  been 
warned  not  to  preach  Jesus  any  more  they 
went  back  to  their  own  company.  They 
engage  in  prayed,  from  which  we  learn 
that  they  prayed  for  boldness  to  speak 
the  Word  while  the  Lord  stretched  forth 
his  hand  for  healing  and  that  signs  and 
wonders  might  be  done  through  the  name 
of  the  Holy  Servant,  Jesus.  In  response  to 
this  prayer  the  place  where  they  were 
gathered  was  shakened  and  they  all  were 
filled  with  the  Spirit  (see  Acts  4:23-31). 
The  episotjg  of  Ananias  and  Saphira,  would 
appear  to  identify  the  apostles  and  the 
body  of  believers  sjo  completely  as  to  make 
an  attempt  to  practice  a fraud  upon  the- 
body  of  believers,  equivalent  to  lying  to 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  power  to  discern 
this  fraud,  taking  the  narrative  at  its  face 
value  would  seem  to  credit  Peter  and 
probably  the  rest  of  the  apostles  with  a 
spiritual  endowment  known  to  Paul  as 
the  power  to  discern  spirits  (see  Acts  5 ) 
The  choice  of  the  seven  incidentally 
brings  Peter  to  mejntion  “being  filled  with 
the  Spirit”  as  one  of  the  qualifications  of 
those  who  were  to  be  chosen.  This  would 
seem  to  imply  thaf  there  were  those  among 
the  believers  whp  were  not  filled  with 
the  Spirit.  It  said  that  Stephen  was 
spirit  Allied,  and  as  a consequence  was  do- 
ing great  wonderk  and  signs  among  the 
people.  (See  Acts  6:3  8). 

Again  it  is  suit),  being  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  Stephen  while  being 
stoned  looked  up 'to  heaven  and  saw  the 
Son  of  Man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of 
God.  (See  Acts  7:55-57).  He  was  endowed 
with  the  power  of  beutafie  vision  through 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  signs  and  wonders 
which  he  wrought  are  the  outflow  of  his 
being  filled  with  the  Spirit  and  mark  him 
off  from  others. 

In  Acts  8-14-20,  we  have  an  account  of 
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the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the  Samari- 
tan believers.  When  the  church  at  Jerusa- 
lem heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the 
Word  of  God,  Peter  and  John  came  down 
to  them  and  prayed  that  they  might  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Spirit.  They  laid  their 
hands  upon  them  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Spirit.  At  this  point  Simon  Mayus 
seeks  to  purchase  this  power  to  confer  the 
gift  of  the  Spirit,  but  Peter  informs  him 
that  this  power  is  a gift  of  God  cannot  be 
purchased  with  money.  It  would  seem 
that  here  the  gift  of  the  Spirit  is  some- 
thing entirely  different  from  the  operation 
of  the  Spirit  in  conviction  and  regenera- 
tion, as  these  Samaritan  believers  are  evi- 
dently converted  people.  Peter  would  not 
have  rebuked  Simon  so  severely  unless  he 
had  by  his  effort  to  purchase  the  power  to 
confer  the  Holy  Spirit  as  an  evince  that 
he  was  not  what  he  and  other  b^ptjzed  be- 
lievers professed  to  be.  Petqt’s  rebuke 
would  imply  that  by  some  sort  of  power 
deliverance  from  the  gall  of  bitterness  and 
bonds  of  iniquity  had  been  broken  in  Si- 
mon’s life  as  in  the  life  of  other  believers.

Team  against  team,  as  on  the  race  track 
and  the  prize  fight,  the  gamblers  find  a 
feast  lor  their  depraved  appetites.  I have 
been  told  that  even  fair  women  bet  on  the 
base-ball  teams  as  well  as  the  race  horse. 
OI  beautiful  woman,  will  you  lend  you-r 
fair  presence  to  the  ruin  ol  our  young  men  ? 
Will  you??  All  classes  plead  excuses  in 
justification  of  their  pursuits.

This  body  was  organized  under  the 
name  of  “Brooksville  Baptist  Association” 
at  Pleasant  Hope  Church,  in  Barefoot 
colony,  on  Deer  Creek,  in  1877.  R.  A.  Lee 
was  moderator  and  Mr.  Holman  clerk. 
Nine  churches  entered  into  the  organiza- 
tion. It  now  has  36,  and  4 of  these  are 
new  churches  which,  came  in  at  this 
meeting. 

The  association  held  its  twenty-seventh 
session  in  Hollandale,  with  W.  M.  Burr 
moderator,  E.  T.  Mobberly  clerk,  and  S. 
G.  Wilson  treasurer.  Nearly  all  the 
churches  were  represented  by  messengers 
or  letter.  Every  pastor  was  present  ex- 
cept  J.  E.  Watts,  who  was  sick,  and  — . — . 
Lusk  of  Indianola,  who  was  engaged  in  a 
meeting  at  his  home. 

The  great  questions  of  missions  and  edu- 
cation in  their  various  departments  were 
given  ample  time  and  received  earnest  con- 
sideration. The  reports  from  committees 
were  well  prepared  and  admirably  pre- 
sented. The  way  in  which  the  brethren 
who  have  recently  come  among  us  from 
otherStates  take  hold  and  work  is  impres- 
sive and  helpful.  They  say  that  they  can 
enter  into  communion  and  fellowship  with 
us  in  all  things  so  easily. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  W.  A. 
Borum  from  Rev  1:20,  on  “The  Candle- 
stick is  the  Church”  and  under — 

1.  The  character  of  the  church  ns  sug- 
gested by  tbe  candlestick— holiness. 

2.  The  mission  of  the  church  as  suggested 
by  the  caudlestick— to  give  out  light.

But  what  of  woman  ? In  the 
lower  caste  shff  was  a beast  ot 
burden,  a slavi(!  to  her  father  or 
to  her  husband,  in  the  military 
middle  class,  and  in  the  highest 
castes,  the  Brjthnin,  she  was  a 
toy,  a plaything,  ^o  be  tossed 
aside,  when  faded  and  less  pleas- 
ing to  her  lord  than  in  her  early 
youth.  In  hgir  own  home  she 
was  absolutely  subject  to  her 
father.  In  the  married  home 
which  she  entefred  from  10  to  14 
years  of  age,  she  became  subject 
in  like  manned  to  her  husband 
and  his  mothey;  If  she  bore  no 
children  she  usually  lost  her  life, 
always  her  place  in  her  bus- 
band’s  household,  low  enough  at 
best.  If  her  husband  died  she 
was  expected  to  east  herself 
upon  his  funeral  pyre  and  offer 
her  own  wretched  life  to  the 
gods  to  obtain  his  peace  and 
happiness.

In  Egypt  the  condition  was 
hut  little  bettejf,  save  that  the 
suttee,  or  burning  of  widows, 
was  not  practiced.
